Thill'stey afternoon from the yard of 
.Messrs. JVard & Stanton' at Nowbnrg-on- 
Kiic-Hudson. 
Tile hour fixed for the 


launch wiw 1 o'clock, but Mr. Gardner H. 
Hovrland, representing Mr. Bennett, who 
is in Europe, desiring lo return by the 
1.30 train, an attempt was made to send 
the boat off earlier, and by 12.40 o'clock 
she had neen wedged up, tho keel blocks

After tbnt, almost n whole 


month of mining, eimnoiwding, tihiupp- 
shooting mid stan*iiig was required to 
bring the gallant .defenders lo eiipitnh. 
tion; and surely there was not u soldier 
in our own wiuly thinned iirmy left to 
witness the surrender who did not expe- 
rience what Sir Walter Scott calls 


Jay, within, ftftj. fwt of the ttoitU* rftw, 
» tempest of bullets rained over bin body, 
mid now niid then lie heard the dull ihiu 
of OHM of them utrikiiig uear him. 
Once, 


as Ins right lug tingled and stuny beyond 
endurance from oramp, he drew it up sad 
throw it out again for temporary relief, 
The movement was obtwrved, aud the 
(track of u dozen muskets quickly followed 
it. 
One of the balls cut (ho cor|K>rn!'H 


sleeve; two entered the dead body above 
him—death protecting life from denthi 


A piece of bark peeled from a stump 


by a bullet lay near at hand. 
Ky tedious 


and im])erccptiblo ndvancen ho moved his 
hand to it, grasped it and carried it to his 
mouth. Tormentwlwith thirst as he was, 
his caution was BO great that half an hour 
was occupied in thio. 
"I know that it 


" —the stern Joy which warriors foci 


In I'oeimm worthy of their steel." 


Jackson Wells. Hie hero of this adven- 


ture, was a corporal of the color guard of 
my regiment, a brave, tiiiirdy buy of iiu, 
short and stubby in figure, but with bold- 
ness and resolution enough inside of him 
for three of his stature. 
"Tall soldiers 


Tor the color guard" was the principle 
with us when, we lirst entered thfiservice; 


' but some mouths of active service, with 


the ravages of diseases and of the bullet, 
had weeded'out the ranks, and our giants 
of six feet four, five and six were few 
enough. So the colonel begun to act on 
the better principle, ''tlie best soldiers 
for the color-guard," and none better 
could have been found than Jack, us lie 
was familiarly called. 
He had been in- 


the color-guard three mouths at the time 
of this dreadful assault, and was with it, 
of course, all through that historic day. 


Hard enough did the brave color-guard 


fare in that fight. Their place was in the 
middle of the column, and as the bat- 
talions in front of us were urged one after 
another up against the almost perpendicu- 
lar fortifications, 
where 
they melted 


away like the mists of that morning before 
the sun just rising, and our turn came, 
we, too, surged forward with a clamor of 
shouts and yells, right up to flic rocky 
fence of hill, over the stumps and rocks 
and into the ditch. 
The colors were 


flaunted in the very face of the enemy, 
. and carried as- far a? the foot of man 


could reach beneath the enfilttuiiig fire u£ 
round balls and buckshot that withered 
away our battalion. 


I was borne from that angle of death 


quite early in. the day with a shot through 
the body; but the impression of the battle 
scene that photographed itself in my in hid 
will describe the whole day's work. 
It 


was a constant rush of our blue-clad boys, 
. with bayonets fixed, and yells of defiance, 


up against that impassable wall, without 
the means at hand for an escalade; a con- 
tinual spurt of dashes tlirough the gray 
mist from the works, and the incessant 
cracking report of the muskets, and sharp 
hissing of the deadly missiles; the ground, 
in front strewn and encumbered with the 
dead, dying and wounded—and thus the 
bloody and useless work went on till 
night, when our columns, wlint was left 
of them, withdrew, and the ill-starred as- 
sault was over. 


The muster of the next morning showed 


that every man of the color guard was 
killed or wounded. The color-bearer was 
shot dead as soon as he came under jire: 
the corporal who took the flag from the 
dead hand was badly woumled: and, in 
succession, every man of the six \vns 
struck down, and the flag was rescued 
from the muzzles of the confederate mus- 
kets by a gallant ;privute, who dashed up 
through a very hades of fire and seized it 
from 
the ground where it lay, with 


corpses all about aud upon it. 


Two or three of thn wounded color- 


guard were brought away; two others 
were known to be dead; mid it was sup- 
posed thnt all but those two Imd perished 
nn the field of honor. A truce was agreed 
upon the second day after the tight, aud 
some 500 bodies, blackened by exposure 
to the fierce sun of -thai latitude, wore 
buried together in the soldiers1 grave. 
It was not doubted at the time that Cor- 
pora! ">Veiis was nmong them. 
He had 


been seen to fall as he caught up the Hag 
and waved it over his head, with a cry of 
encouragement—tlifi stuff hud passed to 
other hands, which he never would have 
permitted xinless badly hurt—and nothing 
had been Been or heard of him since. 
Poor Jack! There were brave fellows aud 
good fellows enough to cry after that 
dreadful Sunday: but no more 
honest 


tears were shed than those that fell for 
you. 


The siege dragged its slow length along, 


and the capitulation came at last,, with 
the 9th of July. The ceremony was over, 
thc%rmB grounded, nud our men had be- 
gun, to examine with natural interest and 
curiosity the defenses that had held them 
at bay for si.\ weeks when, to the aston- 
ishment and delight of MB comrades, Cor- 
poral Wells suddenly made his appear- 
unce. 
A shout of welcome greeted hint, 


and a crowd quickly gathered around 
him eager with questions and salutations, 
while each hand was seized by half n 
dozen at the same time. 


"Be hanged if I believe it is Jack." one 


of them said. 
''Let me pinch you, old 


fellow, and see if there's solidfle'shoii you. 
or if its nothing but ghost covering. Why, 
blast it, mac, didn't we bury yon over in 
the ditch yonder, after the battle, with 
some hundreds of others ?" ; 


"Not ns I know of, you didn't," replied 


the corporal. 
"Whore's your tobacco? 


Give me a chaw, somebody. 
Asforilesh, 


I've got some on my bones yet: and if 
it's IQSS than I ought to have, it's tho fault 
of the mule beef and peas that our friends 
inside hero have been living on for o 
month, aud which was all they had to 
share with me." 


The corporal BOOH recounted his ad- 


ventures, which I will present hi the 
third person. The ball that prostrated 
him before the works had merely cut the 
Hcalp along tho side of liis head, produc- 
ing a plentiful effusion of blood, mid 
knocking him KCtiseloKK, but causing no 
injury beyond this. 
He lay uncouKciouK 


for some time, aud awoke to find himself 
lying flat on his back, hit; face burned 
almost to a blister by tho hot sun, and 
the air all about him still ringing with the 
noise

below, out of sight, and presently several 
companies came charging up tho hill, 
and Again the musketry opened hotly 
from the works. Ke had not dared to 
stir, lest ho should bo observed by some 
watchful con federate and shot; but as (he 
advancing troops rushed over him, with 
shout and cry, an officer throw up his 
arms and fell directly upon tho wounded 
fltiffercr, his life blood spouting in hin 
face. 
Tho assault) 'failed, as did every 


other during the day, aud the little colonel 
fell back to tho protection of tho hollow, 
leaving a largo proportion deml on tho 
field. 


Lying on his back, his face shielded 


from tho sun by tho body that Imd fallen 
upon him, the corporal pawed several 
bourn "of toniblo Buffering. 
Ho know 


that he had the strength to walk or crawl 
out of tho rrtiigo of Iho fire from tho 
vforku, but since lie had lain thus ho had 
«»n tho wounded whohrul tried to oncnpo 
iron: the ground shot dead. 
It wan 


neither merciful nor humniui; h:it with 
men'i blood raging nt fever hen', on tho 
A«ld of battle, moroy and humanilv nr? 
apt lo bfiftlignUxl.

intolerable; hid tongue and mouth were 
wrohfld and dry; ho wax Ktiff and Noie 
front long continuing in onn poRturn, nud 
the <fr**dtal weight of tho tiorpw my iik<>

was at least Intlf ait hour," tins corporal 
mid. in rotating his .story. 
"If I judged 


by my feelings all that horrible tiuio, I 
should sjty it was Iinlf u day." He chewed 
the hark eagerly, and the excitement of 
Iho salivary gluuds greatly mitigated his 
acute thirst. 
A cup of cold water to thin 


poor sufferer would have been a boon bn- 
yond all the wealth "of tho whole world; 
and ho^wiis but one of the hundreds who 
lay enduring these indescribable agonies 
nil over the field. But such is war. 


The long -summer day ended ut lust, 


and tho shattered regiments of the assault- 
ing columns wore withdrawn beyond mus- 
ket range. 
The corporal patiently wait- 


ed until darkness hiul settled upon the 
ficene of blood, and llien lie ventured to 
relieve himself of the dend weight that 
held him down. 
He Rtit up and Btrctehed 


his arm, with the feeling of such relief aw 
the man knows who is released from the 
chains that havo long bound him. 
Still 


fearful that lie might be observed, he 
would not rise to hit* feet, but was about 
to crawl stealthily down, to the hollow, 
whence he could easily make his way back 
to our lines. He moved in this way but 
a few yards when he discovered a crouch- 
jug figure, just in advance of him. hold- 
ing a musket. 


lie knew it could not be one of our 


army, for the troops that were eugaged 
iu the nasault had been drawn off an hour 
before, and a picket so close to the enemy's 
fortifications would not be thought of. 
Suspcctiug the character and employ men t 
of the man. Jack turned and cautious 
made off at right angles wi.th the lino ( 
his tirst movement, 
A few yards in thi 


direction brought liiiu to another picket— 
for such he was certain they were.

bounds, on giving his parole not lo at- 
tempt to escape: aud with the exceptioi 
of the novelty of mule meat for his diet, 
he niet wilh no further adventure unti 
the trnpitillation released him. as de- 
scribed.
